thence  to  a point  on  the  49th  Parallel  of  North  Latitude 
in  the  middle  of  the  channel  which  separates  the 
Continent  from  Vancouver  Island  ; thence  following 
the  International  Boundary  Line,  to  a point  midway 
between  Turn  Point  on  Stuart  Island,  and  Fairfax 
Point  on  Moresby  Island;  thence  in  a Westerly 
direction  to  the  most  Northerly  point  of  Piers  Island  ;

50  miles,  to  a jioint  on  the  118lh  Meridian,  about  15 
miles  North-East  of  the  Boat  Encampment,  and  thence 
by  the  118th  .Meridian  (being  also  the  lilastern  bound- 
ary, in  part,  of  Cariboo  District)  to  the  summit  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains,  the  Ea.stern  boundary  of  the 
Province  ; on  the  East  by  the  said  Eastern  boundary 
of  the  Province;  and  on  the  South  by  the  49ih 
Parallel,  the  .Southern  boundary  of  the  Province.

CHAP.  21. 

n Act  to  amend  certain  Ijiuv.s  respecting  Indians, 
and  to  extend  certain  Laws  relating  to  matters 
connected  witli  Indians  to  tlic  Provinces  of 
Manitoba  and  British  Columbia. 

1ER  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  tlie  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada, 
enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  Tlie  twelfth  section  of  the  .Vet  thirty-first 
Victoria,  chapter  forty-two,  intituled  “ An  Act  pro- 
viding for  tlie  DcjiarimeiU  of  the  .Secretary  of  Si.itc 
of  Canada,  uud  for  the  management  of  Indian  and 
Ordnance  Lauds,”  and  the  third  section  of  the  Act 
thirty-second  and  thirty  third  Victoria,  chapter  six, 
intituled  “An  .\ct  for  the  gradual  enfranchisement 
of  Indians,  the  better  management  of  Indian  afl^iirs, 
and  to  extend  the  provisions  of  the  Act  thirt3'-first 
Victoria,  chapter  fort^'-two,”  are  hereby  repealed, 
and  the  following  shall  be  read  in  lieu  of  the  last 
mentioned  section  : — 
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“3-  1.  WlioevtT  sells,  e.xchtui^e.s  willi,  barters, 

supplies,  or  gives  to  any  Indian  man,  woman,  or 
child  in  Canada,  any  kind  of  intoxicating  liquor,  or 
causes  or  procures  the  same  to  be  done,  or  connives 
O'"  attempts  thereat,  or  opens  or  kee])s,  or  causes  to 
be  ojicned  or  kept  on  any  land  set  ai)urt  or  reserved 
for  Indians,  a tavern,  house,  or  building  where  in- 
to.xieating  liquor  is  sold,  bartered,  exeh.anged,  or 
given,  or  is  found  in  possession  of  intoxicating  liquor 
in  the  house,  tent,  wigwam,  or  place  of  abode  of  any 
Indian,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  Justice 
of  the  Peace  upon  the  evidence  of  one  credible  witness 
other  than  the  informer  or  prosecutor,  be  liable  to 
imprisonment  for  a [)eriod  not  exceeding  two  years, 
and  be  lined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  one 
moiety  to  go  to  the  informer  or  i)rosecutor,  and  the 
other  moiety  to  Her  Majesty,  to  form  part  of  the  fund 
for  the  benefit  of  that  tribe  or  body  of  Indians  with 
respect  to  one  or  more  members  of  which  the  offence 
wa.-j  commiued;  and  the  commander  or  person  in 
charge  of  any  steamer  or  other  vessel,  or  boat,  from 
or  on  board  of  which  any  intoxicating  liquor  shall 
Lave  been  sold,  bartered,  exchanged,  supplied,  or 
given  to  atiy  Indian  m in,  woman,  or  child,  shall  be 
liable,  oi.  conviction  thereof  before  any  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  njioii  the  evidence  of  one  credible  witness 
other  than  the  informer  or  prosecutor,  to  be  lined  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollar.^  for  each  such  otfence, 
the  moieties  thereof  to  be  appliettble  as  hereinbefore 
ini  iiiioi.ed  and  in  detault  of  immediate  payment  of 
sueli  fine,  any  person  so  fined  may  be  eoimnitted  to 
any  common  gaol,  bouse  ol  correction,  loek-uir,  or 
other  place  of  confinement  by  the  Justice  of  the  Peace 
before  whom  the  conviction  shall  take  phtce.  for  a 
period  of  not  more  than  twelve  months,  or  until  such 
fine  shall  he  (laid  ; :ind  in  all  cases  arising  under  this 
section,  Indians  shall  he  competent  witnesses:  but 
DO  penalty  .shall  be  incurred  in  case  of  sickness  where 
any  intoxicating  liquor  is  made  use  of  under  the 
sanction  of  any  medical  m.rn  or  under  the  directions 
of  a minister  of  religion.” 

“2.  The  keg,  bairel,  case,  box.  jiackage,  or  re- 
ceptacle. whence  intoxicating  liquor  has  been  sold, 
exchange  1,  bay.ered,  supplied,  or  given,  and  as  well 
that  in  which  the  original  supply  was  contained  as 
the  vessel  wherein  any  jiortion  of  such  original  supply 
was  supplied  as  aforesaid,  and  the  balance  of  the 
contents  thereof,  if  such  barrel,  keg,  case,  box, 
pack  ige,  receptacle,  or  vessel  aforesaid  respectively, 
can  be  identified,  and  any  intoxicating  liquor  imported 
or  iminulactured  or  brought  into  and  upon  any  land 
set  apart  or  reserved  for  Indians,  or  into  the  heuse, 
tent,  wigwam,  or  place  of  abode  of  any  Indian,  may 
be  .seized  by  any  constable  wheresoever  found  on 
such  laud;  and  on  complaint  before  any  Judge, 
Stipendiary  Magistrate,  or  Justice  of  the  Peace,  he 
Diay  on  llie  evidence  of  any  credible  witnes.e,  that 
this  Act  has  been  contravened,  in  respect  thereof, 
declare  the  same  forfeited,  and  cause  the  same  to  be 
forthwith  destroyed  ; and  the  person  in  whose  posses- 
sion they  were  found  may  be  condemned  to  pay  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  nor  less 
than  fifty  dollars,  and  the  costs  of  prosecution  ; and 
one-half  of  such  penalty  shall  belong  to  the  prose- 
cutor, and  the  other  half  to  Her  Majesty  for  the  pur- 
poses hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  in  default  of 
immediate  payment  the  offender  maybe  committed  to 
any  common  gaol,  house  of  correction,  lock-up,  or 
other  place  of  confinement  for  any  time  no*  exceeding 
six  months,  unless  such  tine  and  costs  are  sooner 
paid.” 

3.  When  it  shall  be  proved  before  any  Judge, 
Stipendiary  Magistnite  or  Justice  of  the  Peace 
that  any  vessel,  boat,  canoe,  or  conveyance  of  any 
de.seription  upon  the  .sea  or  sea-coast,  or  upon  any 
river,  lake,  or  stream  in  Canada,  is  employ'ed  in 
carrying  intoxicating  liquor,  to  be  supplied  to  any 
Indian  or  Indians,  such  vessel,  boat,  canoe,  or  con- 
veyance so  employed  may  be  seized  and  declared 
forfeited  as  in  the  last  subsection  mentioned,  and 
sold,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  paid  to  Her  Majesty  for 
the  pui'iioses  hereinbefore  mentioned.” 

“ 4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  constable,  without 
process  of  law,  to  arrest  any  Indian  whom  ho  may 
find  in  a state  of  intoxication,  and  to  convey  him  to 
any  common  gaol,  house  of  correction,  lock-up  or 
other  place  of  confinement,  there  to  be  kept  until  he 
shall  have  become  sober;  and  such  Indian  shall,  when 
sober,  be  brought  before  any  Judge,  Stipendiary 
Magistrate,  or  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  if  con- 
victed of  being  so  found  in  a state  of  intoxica- 
tion, shall  be  liable  to  imprisonment  in  any  common 


gaol,  house  of  correction,  lock-uj)  or  other  place  of 
conliuement,  for  any  period  not  exceeding  one  month. 
.\nd  if  any  Indian  liaving  been  so  convicted  as  afore- 
said, shafl  refuse,  upon  examination,  to  state  or  give 
information  of  the  jierson,  place,  and  time,  from 
whom,  where  and  when,  I'.e  procured  intoxicating 
litiuor,  and  if  from  any  other  Indian,  then,  if  within 
his  knowledge,  from  whom,  wliere  and  when,  such 
intoxicating  liquor  was  originally  procured  or  receiv- 
ed, hesliall  he  liable  to  imiirisonienl  as  aforesaid  for 
a further  period  not  exceeding  fourteen  days.” 

“5.  The  words  ‘intoxicating  liquor’  shall  mean 
and  include  all  spirits,  strong  waters,  spirituous 
liquors,  wines,  or  fermented  or  coni|>ounded  liquor* 
or  intoxicating  drink  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  and 
intoxicating  liquor  or  fluid;  as  also  opium  and  any 
I)reparation  thereof,  whether  liquid  or  solid;  and  any 
other  intoxicating  drug  or  substance,  and  tobacco  or 
tea  mixed  or  com[)nuiuled  or  impregnated  with  opium 
or  with  other  intoxienting  drug  or  .euhstance,  and 
whether  the  .«aine,  or  any  of  them,  be  liquid  or  solid.” 

“ ().  No  prosecution,  convietion  or  comniitment 
under  tliis  Act  shall  op  invalid  on  account  of  want  of 
form  so  long  as  the  same  is  according  to  tlie  true 
meaning  of  this  Act.” 

2-  The  following  shall  he  taken  and  rend  as  part 
of  the  fourteenth  section  ol  the  thirty-first  Victoria, 
chapter  forty-two.  that  is  to  say; — 

“ Nor  shall  the  same  be  sold,  bartered,  exclianged 
or  given  by  any  tribe,  band  or  body  of  Indians  or  any 
Indian  of  any  sucli  tribe,  band  or  body  to  any  person 
or  persons  other  than  a 'ribe,  band  or  body  of  Indian* 
or  any  Indian  of  any  tribe;  and  any  such  sale,  barter, 
exchange  or  gift,  slmll  be  absolutely  null  or  void, 
unless  any  snch  sale,  barter,  exchange  or  gift  be  made 
W'ith  the  written  assent  of  the  Indian  agent;  and  any 
person  who  may  buy  or  otherwise  acquire  any  pre- 
sents or  property  purchased  as  aforesaid  without  the 
written  consent  of  the  Indian  agent  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  be  punishable  by  fine 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  six  months  in  any  place  of  con- 
finement other  than  a Penitentiary  ” 

3.  Upon  any  inquest,  or  upon  any  enquiry  into  any 
matter  involving  a criminal  charge,  or  upon  the  trial 
of  any  crime  or  ofTencp  whatsoever,  or  by  whomso- 
ever commiued,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Court, 
Judge,  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  Coroner  or  Justice  of 
the  Peace  to  receive  the  evidence  of  any  Indian  or 
aboriginal  native  or  native  of  mixed  blood,  who  i* 
destitute  of  the  knowledge  of  God,  and  of  any  fixed 
and  clear  belief  in  religion  or  in  a future  state  of 
rewards  and  punishments,  without  administering  the 
usual  form  of  oath  to  any  such  Indian,  aboriginal 
native  or  native  of  mixed  blood  as  aforesaid,  upon  hi* 
solemn  affirmation  or  declaration  to  tell  the  truth  the 
whole  truth  and  nothing  hut  the  truth,  or  in  such  form 
as  may  be  approved  by  such  Court,  Judge,  Stipen- 
diary Magistrate,  Coroner  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  a* 
most  binding  in  his  conscience. 

4.  Provided  that  in  the  case  of  any  inquest,  or 
upon  any  enquiry  into  any  matter  involving  a 
criminal  charge,  or  upon  the  trial  of  any  crime  or 
offence  whatsoever,  the  substance  of  the  evidence 
or  information  of  any  such  Indian  aboriginal 
native  or  native  of  mixed  blood  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by 
a mark  of  the  person  giving  the  same,  and  verified  by 
the  signature  or  mark  of  the  person  acting  as  interpre- 
ter (if  any),  and  of  the  Judge,  Stipendiary  Magistrate, 
Coroner  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  or  person  before 
whom  such  information  shall  have  been  given. 

6.  The  Court,  Judge,  Stipendiary  Magistrate  or 
Justice  of  the  Peace  shall,  before  taking  any  such  evi- 
dence, information  or  examination,  taution  every 
snch  Indian,  aboriginal  native  or  native  of  mixed 
blood  as  aforesaid,  that  he  will  be  liable  to  incur 
punishment  if  he  do  not  so  as  aforesaid  tell  the  truth. 

6.  The  written  declaration  or  examination  made, 
taken  and  verified  in  manner  aforesaid,  of  any  such 
Indian,  aboriginal  native  or  native  of  mixed  blood  as 
.tforesaid,  may  be  lawfully  read  and  received  as  evi- 
dence upon  the  trial  of  any  criminal  suit  or  proceed- 
ings when  under  the  like  circumstances  the  written 
affidavit,  examination,  deposition  or  confession  of  any 
person  might  be  lawfully  read  and  received  as  evi- 
dence. 

7 Every  solemn  affirmation  or  de'^laration  in  what- 
ever form  made  or  taken  by  any  person  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  of  the  same  force  and  effect,  as  if  such 
person  had  taken  an  oath  in  the  usual  form,  and  shall 
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in  like  mnnner  incur  the  peuMltj  of  perjurv  in  cusc  of 
falsehood,  * 

8.  An  Indiun  is  hereby  defined  to  he  ji  person 
within  the  definition  fontained  in  the  fifteenth  section 
of  the  thirty-first  Victoria,  chapter  fortv-two,  as 
arnended  by  the  sixth  section  of  the  tliiri_^ -second  and 
thirty-third  \ ictoria,  chapter  six,  and  wiio  sliall 
participate  in  tlie  aniiniiies  and  interest  moneys  and 
rents  of  any  tribe,  band  or  body  of  Indians. 

9.  Ujion,  from  and  afier  the  passin<;  of  this  Act, 
the  Acts  and  portions  of  Acts  hereinafter  iiienlioned 
of  tlie  rarlianient  of  Canada  shall  be  and  are  hereby 
extciidpii  to  and  shall  be  in  force  in  the  Provinces  of 
Iklanitoba  and  British  Coiniubia;  and  all  enactinents 
and  laws  heretofore  in  force  in  the  said  Province  in 
consistent  with  the  said  Acts,  or  making  anv  pi’ovi- 
sioii  in  any  tmuter  provided  for  by  the  said  Acts 
other  than  such  as  is  in  ide  by  the  said  Acts,  shall 
be  repealed  on  and  after  the  passing  of  the  same.
